WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(P—

L. A. Downs, of Chicago, president 
of the Illinois Central system, which 
operates hundreds of miles in the 
south, and J. E. Tilford, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the Southern Freight As- 
sociation, told the commission that 
added revenues are essential to south- 
ern railroads. 

Downs asserted the railroads con- 
stitute the only common carrier sys- 
tem of transportation in this coun- 
try and holds itself out to transport 
for everyone every kind of freight that 
may be offered for movement at all 
seasons. 

“Such a system of transportation 
must be supported,” he said. “The 
railroads are here asking that they be 
given an opportunity of maintairing 
their solvency and of surviving un- 
til an era of better times appears. 

“The depression began so far as 
southern roads are concerned not in 
1929 but in 1926. The gross revenues 
of the southern carriers began to de- 
crease in 1927 and their net raiiway 
operating income’in 1926... . They 
Have failed for four consecutive years 
to eprn their fixed eharges. The 
south?rn railroads cannot obtain the 


Amount of.the increased cost of wages 


and materials—$40,000,000—or any 
substantial part thereof by any ad- 
ditional savings in maintenance of 
way or maintenance of equipment. 
They are circumscribed by law from 
saving this amount or any substan- 
tial part thereof from their payments 
for labor. Public interest requires 
therefore that traffic which uses the 
rails pay a part of these increased 
expenses of operation.” 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 
southern railroads have substantially 
reduced expenses and placed other econ- 
omies into effect,” Tilford said “the 
total revenue and the total operating

Authorized in South 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(#)—The 
farm credit administration today au- 
thorized production credit associations 
in southern and southwestern. states 
to make loans up to 12 cents a pound 
on warehoused cotton at a 4 per cent 
interest rate. 

Producers with such stored cotton 
may obtain loans or refinance their ex- 
isting indebtedness to the associations 
in amounts up to 12 cents a pound 
on cotton classed as low middling or 
better in grade, and seven-eighth inch 


or better in staple. Loans up to 11 


cents a pound will be made.on low 
middling cotton pf less than seven- 
eighth-inch stay : ' 

In obtaining such loans borrowers 
will be required to own voting stock 
in the production;eredit association at 
the rate of $5 for every $100 or por- 
tion of $100 borrowed or refinanced. 
Stock, if not already owned, may be 
purchased out of loans granted.

SILVER WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Life’s most embarrassing mo- 

ment for the silver enthusiasts came the other day 
when China walked in and’ protested strongly against our silver 
policy. 

Since then the New Deal advisers, who are responsible for the 
administration accepting this policy, have been very, very uncom- 
fortable. They are supposed to be searching for a rearrangement in 
the policy, which mvay be announced soon, if one can be found. 
Otherwise, the administration may get some new silver advisers. 

A protest from China is not in itself a world-shaking develop- 
ment. What makes it so bad is that the silver boys always con- 
tended their policy would restore the purchasing power of the 
orient. Indeed, speeches have been made on the floor of the United 
States senate that the whole world depression was due to deprecia- 
tion of oriental purchasing power, brought on by lower silver prices. 

Senatorial silver campaigners insisted that all you needed to 
do to cure the depression throughout the world was to boost the 
price of silver. They were just 100 per cent wrong. 


DRAINAGE No one here disputes China’s contention that the 

Silver policy is hurting her. She can ‘buy more 
with higher silver values, but can sell less. Her unfavorable trade 
balance drains silver from her country. 

You can get a good squint at how it works by looking atthe 
last trade figures. In August, we sold her a third more than we did 
in August of last year. But we bought from her only half as much 
as we bought in August, 1933. 

That leaves her with an unfavorable trade balance of about 
two and a half millions with us for the single month of August. 
She can pay us that excess only by shipping us silver. 


PLANS Behind the current triumphant American tour of this 

Chinese general, Tsai Ting-kai, there seems to be a 
somewhat indefinite idea that he may soon become the ruler of 
China, with or without a revolution. 

The American Chinese are strong for him. Everywhere he goes 
they give him a big hand. He is the most popular Chinese since 
Sun Yat-sen. 

But no one from the Chinese legation or consular offices goes 
near him. He saved Shanghai two years ago, but he is still a rebel. 
The rich merchants of Southern China, however, like him. They 
are supposed to be financing his trip.

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—(UP)—Op- 
timism in Wall Street tonight was 
etched on a background of improving 
business reports and prospects. 

Traders—the most fickle group in 
the world—suddenly have lost some of 
their extreme pessimism and are a lit- 
tle more bold in their predictions of 
improved business. Thus far they re- 
main a little skittish toward making 
commitments but indications are they 
are beginning to figure on the proper 
moment to “jump in.” : 

The suddenly improved business pic- 
ture includes these items: 

Announcement of Donald Richberg, 
indicating the new NRA will permit 
unrestricted production and no price- 
fixing. 

Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., weekly busi- 
ness review which indicates retail 
sales are showing a steady advance— 
some merchants with depleted stocks 
are calling on wholesalers with whom 
they have not traded for months. 

Statement of former. Governor Eu- 
gene R. Black, of the federal reserve 
board, that business now is better 
than business sentiment. 
IMPROVED MARKET. 

These influences combined to make 
an improved market today. Prices 
advanced fractions to 3 points—mer- 
cantile shares among the leaders—in 
trading which began to have a little 
more zip. Volume reached 870,000 
shares, the best since August 22.

Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Declines at 
New York and Boston continue to 
curtail bank clearings. The total for 
the 22 leading cities in the United 
States for the week ended Wednesday, 
October 3, as reported by Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., was $4,660,860,000, 
against $4,807,489,000 for the same 
week of last year, a loss of 3.0 per 
cent. This contrasts with a decrease of 
1.4 per cent in the previous week. At 
New York city, clearings this week 
were $2,950,935,000, a reduction of 
9.5 per cent, while the aggregate for 
centers outside of New York of $1,- 
709.925,000 was 10.1 per cent higher. 

The larger total the past week, com- 
pared with the preceding week, reflects 
the heavier monthly settlements, inci- 
dent to the opening of October. Even 
that total, however, was scarcely 
maintained in comparison with the 
restricted amount of last year. Clear- 
ings the past week exceeded those of 
the preceding week by $469,745,000, 
whereas a year ago the increase for 
the same two weeks was $553,055,000. 
Only New York and Boston reported 
smaller clearings than last year. Out- 
side of New York clearings were in 
excess of any week since the middle 
of July. Increases continued notably 
large at Philadelphia, Chicago, De- 
troit, St. Louis, Kansas City, Balti- 
more, Richmond, Louisville, New Or- 
leans, Portland and Seattle.

U. S. Income Passes 


Billion Dollar Mark 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(@)— 
The government’s income today passed 
the billion-dollar mark for the fiscal 
year since July 1, running approxi- 
mately $271,000,000 ahead of receipts 
for last year. 

All principal classes or ordinary 
receipts gained over last year with the 
exception of customs, which dropped 
from $94,986,890 to $82.372.443. 

Total receipts, as of October 3, the 
latest date available, were $1,004,023,- 
428 as against $733,134.583 in the 
comparable period of 1933. 

The sharpest tax gain was in re- 
ceipts from processing taxes, which 
rose from $35,734,153 to $133,750,617. 
All this, however, is earmarked for 
payments to farmers. 

Income tax receipts at $216,739,304 
compared with $165,044,918 a year 


ago. 

Miscellaneous internal revenue re- 
ceipts of $489,000,906 were approxi- 
mately $66,000,000 ahead of last 
year. 

Figuring largely in the _ receipts 
was $49,894,913 of silver seigniorage 
or “profit” arising from issuing cer- 
tificates at $1.29 an ounce against 
metal bought at a lower price.

Staying Off the Six 

The principle of promotion is the 
factor governing almost all plays of 
honors. I have explained in these col- 
umns before that an honor fulfills its 
most important purpose when it cov- 
ers, and captures, a lower honor bkeld 
by an opponent. This is the direct 
duty of honors; but they have a fur- 
ther somewhat indirect duty in that 
they must escape being captured 
themselves, and protect honors in 
partner’s hand from being captured. 

In the following deal it is correct 
to refuse to play an honor, although 
this refusal involves failure to cover 
so insignificant a card as a six spot. 
East, by saving his jack of diamonds, 
protects his partner's king from cap- 
ture and retains the opportunity to 
have the jack itself promoted to win- 
ning rank.

North must rebid. 
9_-Having heard that North is able 

to rebid, South is sure that a game 

is likely. He cannot risk bidding 
less than three notrump, since if 

North’s hand were weaker he 

might pass two notrump. 

West chose the diamond three for 
his opening lead; the choice is close 
between diamonds and clubs, but or- 
dinarily the club would be a slightly 
better opening. The diamond six was 
played from dummy and East made 
the play which was eventually to 
save the game—he played a low dia- 
mond instead of putting up his jack. 

It is obvious that if East played 
the jack South would capture it with 
the queen and West’s king could be 
finessed. This would give South three 
tricks in diamonds. But while East 
holds the jack, South cannot capture 
West’s king, and his maximum in dia- 
monds is two tricks. 


While the play seems somewhat 
unnatural, it is not by any means a 
difficult one for East to make. The 
only holding West could have which 
would make East’s failure to play the 
diamond jack result in the direct loss 
of a trick would be diamond K Q x x. 
This would make South’s holding in 
diamonds ten-spot high, which seems 
most unlikely in view of the — 
bid. An eventual winning tric 
would be sacrificed if South held the 
King of diamonds and West the Q 10. 
But in any case in which West held 
the king and South the queen East's 
play would cost nothing and might 
gain a trick. 

South won the first trick with the 
diamond seven, and tried to establish 
the heart suit. Since East held two 
stoppers, South could not establish 
nine tricks. After taking three hearts, 
two spades, two diamonds and a club 
his resources were exhausted and he 
was forced to allow East and West 
to win the last tricks. If East had 
not held on to his jack of diamonds 
South’s ninth trick would easily have 
been made by the diamond finesse for 
West's king.
